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WEHATHER BUREAU'S 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
* Mid=May to Mid-June 1954 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for mid-May to mid-June 
calls for temperatures to average below seasonal normals in the 
eastern half of the United States with greatest departures from the 
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Ohio Valley eastward to the Atlantic Coast. West of the Continental 
Divide above normal temperatures are excected except for near 
normal ‘alo ng tne Pacific Coast. Precipitation is expected to be 
subnormal in Li he Gulf States, the Upper Lakes, and the Grea 
Basin. Above normal rainfall is ‘indicated along the Atlantic Coast 
and in the Central Plains, Elsewhere near normel amounts are 
predicted.

WEATHER FOR THE WEED ENDING MAY 18, 1954 


‘The week was abnormally cool in the lower Great Plains and from 
the Mississinpi Valley eastward, Temperatures for the week 
averaged 12° helow normal at Charlotte, N, C. and more taan 6° 
below in nearly ali of the southern interior, Freezing, however, 
w2s limited to a few extreme aorth ern areas. 


The week's rainfall was moderate to heavy over most of the middle 
and lower Great chan s and South, and along the Atlantic Coast, The 
yenerous rainfall in the lower Great Plains further replenished 

soil moisture a .d water supplies and greatly improved pastures 

and small grain prospects, Soil moisture is now adequate for 

current crop needs in virtually all sections east of the Great Plains , 
except in extreme southern portions of Alabama and Georgia and 

northwestern Florida where the week's rainfall was very light. 

On the 15th and loth when heavy rains fell in New England, Boston, 

Mass., recorded 5. 74 inches in 24 hours e new May record), 

This heavy rainfall also boosted the total rainfall for May (only 

slightly more than half over) at Boston to 10. 53 inches aten ex- 

ceeded an old record of 10, 88 inches recorded in 1868, 

In the northern Great Plains anc far West, uiuseasonably warm, dry

GRASSHOPPERS - IDAHO - The rather larye area (approximately 
432, 000 acres) in Lincoln County extending into Jerome, Minidoka 
and Gooding Counties which is heavily infested with primarily 
Oedaleonotus enigma showing some hatching May 5, About 1 nymph 
per square yard. This is the only major grasshopper infestation 
in the State; however, there are small areas where some control 
work will be necessary. (Manis), UTAH - Hatching and development 
continues. Threatening in many local areas, especially on-edges of 
alfalfa fields. (Knowlton), NEW MEXICO - Fairly light numbers 
appearing in Bernalillo County May 8. (Dobson), TEXAS - Medium 
local infestation on alfalfa and small grains in Denton County. (Chada). 
Medium to heavy locally in Fannin and Kaufman Counties on pastures 
and vetch, (Griffith, Donnell), KANSAS - A new hatch of Melanoplus 
sp. has occurred throughout eastern counties. Counts range from 
10-20 nymphs per square yard in more heavily infested fields. 
(Matthew), IOWA - Lesser migratory grasshoppers beginning to 
hatch in western area, (Harris). MISSOURI - Hatch, mainly crop 
species of Melanoplus, continues, Up to 45-55 first to third instars 
in field margins in central and southwest areas, No dispersal in 
southwest area. American grasshopper (Schistocerca americana) 
adults numerous (1-3 per square yard) in margins of small grain 
. fields in southeast Missouri. (Kyd, Thomas), 


MORMON CRICKET (Anabrus simplex) - IDAHO - Small area of 
approximately 3,000 acres in Blaine County has population of 1 to 5 
per square yazd, First and second instars in this area, Light in- 
festations in Washington County, Scattered crickets in Ada County. 
(Evans). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - ILLINOIS - A few 
moths emerged in southern area, First pupa in central area. 
(Decker), MINNESOTA - Winter mortality survey in 25 counties in 
southern two-thirds of State from April 19-30 shows approximately 
25 percent of borers did not survive the winter. This compares with 
20 percent in spring of 1953 and 30 percent in1952, There are suffi- 
cient borers to cause heavy infestation, especially in southwest and 
west central districts, provided weather conditions are favorable 
during egg laying and hatching period. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.), 
IOWA - First pupation of season observed in Boone County May 12. 
This is well ahead of first pupation a year ago. (Brindley). KANSAS- 
Thirty-five to 50 percent pupation in northeastern counties, (Matthew). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - OKLAHOMA- 
Moths emerging May 10-ll in Payne and Logan Counties. (Arbuthnot). 


WEBWORMS - TENNESSEE - Sod webworms damaging large field 
of corn in Jackson County. (Mullett) COLORADO - Early emer- 
gence of Loxstege moths in eastern area. (Daniels). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmonalpus lignosellus) - 
FLORIDA - Fifty percent of corn and peanut planis infested at 
Marietta, (Kloeppel), Several fields of young cane rather heavily 
infested in Belle Glade area, (Genung, Thames, ©uestel). 


SEED-CORN BEETLE (Agonoderus lecontei) - MISSOURI - Light to 
moderate damage in corn in south central area. Appears heavier 

in river bottom fields. (Kyd, Thomas). MISSISSIPPI - Specimens 
from Panola County, Damage to corn in Forrest County. (Hutchins, 
Sheffield), 


ARCTIIDS - FLORIDA - Salt-marsh caterpillar (Estigmene acrea) 
and other arctiid larvae damaging corn silks in Belle Glade area. 
(Genung, Thames, “uestel). 


CORN BILLBUGS (Calendra spp.) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Five acres 
of corn near Blackville des lye Replanting also destroyed. (Watts). 
NORTH CAROLINA - Reported widely through eastern area damaging 


corn in low-lying fields, (Mitchell, Winchester). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - DELAWARE - 
Appearing on sweet corn. (Late News), MARYLAND - Average of

SUGARCANE BEETLE (Euetheola rugiceps) - ALABAMA - Continues 
to cause severe damage to corn. Stand destroyed in a 100-acre 

ficld in Wilcox County, Repanted and destroyed again. Forty acre 
field in Montgomery County and 18-acre field in Shelby County also 
destroyed, (Arant, May 10). 


CLAY-BACKED CUTWORM (Agrotis gladiaria) - MISSOURI - Three 
to 4 percent loss of stand in some corn and gardens in south 
central area, Larvae half to full grown, (Kyd, Thomas). 
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BLACK CUTWORM (Agrotis ypsilon) - MISSOURI - A few corn fields 
in central area have heavy populations of third and fourth instars. 
(Kyd, Thomas), NORTH CAROLINA - Extensive damage to corn in 
Pitt, Beaufort and Pamlico Counties. Some fields replanted twice; 
one,three times. Also reported from other eastern counties. (Mitchell). 


WHITE GRUBS (Phyllophaga spp, )- KANSAS - Additional reports of 
wheat fields infested in Harvey and Saline Counties. (Wilbur). 
MISSOURI - Up to 5 per foot of row in a few corn fields in central 

and southwest area, (Kyd, Thomas), TENNESSEE - Attacking lawns 
and pastures in scattered eastern areas. (Mullett). MICH. - Numerous 
in. lawns andin several areas, (Hutson). 

CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - FLORIDA - Eggs and larvae 
increasing on sweet corn at Sanford, but not high May 4. (Wilson). 
Increasing in the Everglades, Untreated ears in silk 15 days 100 
percent infested. (Genung, Thames, Questel). LOUISIANA - Heavy 
infestations on corn in St. Landry and Rapides Parishes. Heavy egg 
deposition on corn in Hast Baton Rouge Parish, Several fields of 
crimson clover severely damaged in West Feliciana Parish. (Burns). 
ARKANSAS - Average of four per sweep of 12-inch net on red clover 
in northwest area, Nearly-mature larvae on alfalfa in Independence’ 
County. (Warren, Barnes), MISSOURI - One to three larvae per 10 
sweeps in alfalfa in southeast and central area, (Kyd, Thomas). 
TEXAS - Practically every plant of field corn in Denton County shows 
budworm damage. Eggs also heavy. (Chada). 


SEED-CORN MAGGOT (Hylemya cilicrura) - MISSOURI - Heavy 
infestation in Saline County. Light damage to corn in souti'western 
area, (Kyd, Thomas), UTAH - Only moderate damage this spring 
over most of State. (Knowlton). 


WIREWORMS -MISSOURI . . - Light to moderate injury in corn in 
central and southwest areas, From 1 to 5 percent reduction in stand 
in infested fields. (Kyd, Thomas), 


VARIEGATED CUTWORM and ARMYWORM attacking small grain, 
fescue grass, alfalfa and other crops in noi thern ALABAMA, Damage 
severe in some fields. (Arant, May 10), 


PALE WESTERN CUTWORM (Agrotis orthogonia) - UTAH - Destroyed 
4200 acres of wneat near Holden, Damage in other areas. (Knowlton). 


ARMYWORM S - SOUTH CAROLINA. - Attacking alfalfa at Newberry 
May 8. (Johnson), Many larvae in some fields in St. Matthews area 
parasitized by tachina flies. (Nettles). NORTH CAROLINA -. 
Spotted but heavy infestations in Beaufort and Pamlico Counties 
in wheat and oats. Corn replanted in one locality. Most infestations 
checked by airplane dusting, (Mitchell), VIRGINIA - Attacking 
small grains and alfalfa in Norfolk area but injury not severe. - 
(Brubaker, Greenwood, Hofmaster), TENNESSEE - Cool. weather 
retarding armyworm. Infestation in West Tennessee was much 
more widespread and heavier than in 1953. Larvae nearly full-grown 
in that area.

FIELD CRICKET (Acheta assimilis) - CALIFORNIA - Swarms moving 
from a disced field destroyed a strip of young wheat 75 feet wide by 
2-1/2 miles long in San Luis Obispo County. (Coop. Ins. Pest Rept. ). 


GREAT BASIN WIREWORM (Ctenicera pruinina noxia) - OREGON - 
Spotty infestations in wheat and barley in Sherman, Gilliam and 
Jefferson Counties, but no drop in yield anticipated, (Morrison). 


BUROPEAN WHEAT STEM SAWFLY (Cephts pygmaeus) and WHEAT 
STEM MAGGOT (Meromyza americana) collected in grassy borders of 
fields in Dover, DELAWARE area, (Late News). 


WHEAT STEM MAGGOT (Meromyza americana) - OKLAHOMA - More 
abundant than normal. Up'to 2 percent infestation in some fields 
checked in Osage County, (Dahms), 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - TEXAS - Heavy locally 
on young barley in Denton County. Reducing growth. (Chada).

TEXAS - General infestations on corn in Hunt, Delta, Rockwall, Van 
Zandt,.and Kaufman Counties, Treatment necessary in some cases, 
(Garner). ILLINOIS - Moving into wheat in some numbers. (Decker). 
MISSISSIPPI - Damaging corn in Jones and Panola Counties. Specimens 
from Simpson County. (Hutchins, Pepper). NORTH CAROLINA - 

One field of oats in Pitt County infested with average of about 2d 

per square foot. No other infestations located, (Mitchell, Winchester). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - DELAWARE - Continues abundant 
only in a few locations. (Late News). MARYLAND - Populations over 
State low due to fungus disease. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ILLINOIS - 
Fifty per sweep in 1 red clover field in west-southwest area. Average 
of 21 per sweep in clover and alfalfa in southwest, 6.4 in southeast 
and 42 in east southeast. (Decker), KANSAS - Declining in eastern 
‘area, Parasites and predators numerous. Heaviest infestations 

(1/4 to 1/2 cupful per 25 sweeps of 15-inch net) in alfalfa in several 
counties in Kaw River Valley. Cutting in most of these counties 
underway. Light and diminishing populations in extreme north and 
east counties. Lady beetles numerous in northeast. (Matthew). 
IDAHO - Abundant on alfalfa in Boise Valley area, (Manis, May 8).

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CUTWORMS - FLORIDA - Five to 10 per peanut plant at Trenton. 
(Cobb). MARYLAND - Anvpearing in newly-planted corn in Allegany 
County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). IDAHO - Cutworms, tentatively 
identified as army cutworm, reported in heavy infestations in 

alfalfa in Mud Lake district of southeastern Idaho, Damage severe, 
Control measures unsuccessful apparently because larvae feeding 
under debris. Mostly in late instars, some pupation, (Manis, May 8). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hyper postica) - CALIFORNIA - Some heavy 
infestations in Siskiyou County; light in Merced and Lassen Counties. 
(Coop, Ins, Pest Rept., April). UTAH - Adults still relatively high 
in some valleys. (Knowlton), DELAWARE - Injury in all fields, 
severe in some. (Late News). PENNSYLVANIA - Exceedingly large 
numbers of adults in lower Franklin and Fulton Counties. New 
county records. (Negley), MARYLAND - Larvae continuing tc do 
much damage to unsprayed fields over most of State. Cocoons abun- 
dant and new adults emerging in infested fields, No weevils found 

in Allegany, Garrett and Washington Counties, Allegany and Garrett 
only counties in State where no alfalfa weevil recorded. (U. Md., Ent. Dept). 


SWEETCLOVER WEEVIL (Sitone cylindricollis) - KANSAS - Injury 
noted in fields surveyed in Douglas, Jefferson, Leavenworth, 
Pottawatomie, Riley, Shawnee, Wabaunsee and Wyandotte Counties. 
Three to five weevils per plant in one location in Douglas County, 
(Matthew). 


ALFALFA PLANT BUG (Adelphocoris lingolatus) - MAINE - Specimens 
taken in red clover at Monmouth July 1, August 14 and September 
7, 1953, identified as this species by R.I, Sailer. (Simpson). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - ILLINOIS - From 0-1 

per 00 sweeps in clover and alfalfa in west-southwest. Average of

ARMY CUTWORM (Chorizagrotis auxiliaris) - COLORADO - Damaging 
alfalfa in San Luis Valley. (Daniels). 
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SOUTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - 
KANSAS ~ One to 4 adults per 25 sweeps in alfalfa in several north- 
east counties, (Matthew). GA, -Light damage corn and peanuts in 
Bulloch County. (Whitehead). 

ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) - ARIZONA - 
Widespread light infestations in Cochise and Graham Counties. 
(Ariz, Coop. Rept.). KANSAS - Light infestations continue in all 
wheat fields surveyed. (Matthew). MISSOURI - Most fields of 
wheat over southern two-thirds of State have average 4-9 aphids 
per head, Parasites and predators present but greatly slowed by 
weather. (Kyd, Thomas). ILLINOIS - Average of 4 per 10 sweeps 
in small grain in west southwest area, 18 in southwest, 50 in south- 
east and ll in east southeast, (Decker), TENNESSEE = Infesting 
wheat in Clarksville area. Damage negligible, (Scott ). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus leucophthalmus) - MARYLAND - 
From 30 to 105 nymphs per 50 stems in Howard, Washington and 
Allegany Counties, Light in Garrett County, (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera punctata) - ILLINOIS - From 0-3 
larvae per square foot in alfalfa in southwest, O-4 in red clover in 
southeast, 22 per square foot in 1 red clover field in east-southeast, 
No longer problem except in few fields in northern Illinois. (Decker). 
KANSAS - Very few larvae in alfalfa and clover in northeastern 
counties. (Matthew), UTAH - Damage light generally over State 

this spring, (Knowlton). 


CLOVER APHID (Anuraphis bakeri) - OREGON - Survived winter on 
clover and has colonized. Ca.sing damage May 7, (Dickason). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - TEXAS - Heavy enough to retard growth 
of young alfalfa seriously in Chillicothe area, (Quinby). UTAH - 
Moderate to numerous in alfalfa in warmer counties. (Knowlton). 


A&A SPITTLEBUG (Tomaspis bicincta) - FLORIDA - Nymphs infesting 
pangola and St. Augustine grasses in the Everglades. (Genung, 
Thames, Guestel). 


A CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus insularis) - FLORIDA - Adults 
and nymphs on St, Augustine grass at Sebring. (Hayman). 
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YELLOW SUGARCANE APHID (Sipha flava) - CONNECTICUT - 
Yellowing and stunting foxtail grass at Wallingford May 6, (Kring). 
FLORIDA - Increasing in Everglades. Time counts in a pasture 

near Belle Glade, at 7 stations with 4 minutes per station, indicate 
build-up for past several weeks as follows: March 12--0, March 18--6, 
“March 24--6, April 1--55, April 9--73, April 18--453, April 27--592, 
and May 5--786. (Genung, Thames, Questel), Very scarce on 
sugarcane, . 


WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - Two adults 

found on infested.farm in Escambia County, ALABAMA, May. 6, 
First record of appearance of adults in 1954, Pupae recovered at 
Fitzgerald, GEORGIA, April 21; at Metter, Georgia, April 22; and 

at Birmingham, Alabama, May 5. (WFB Cont, Proj.). MISSISSIPPI- 
Larvae received from Coahoma and Jefferson Davis Counties 

April 29, (Hutchins), GEORGIA - Pupating at Fort Valley May 3. 
Rather heavy infestation of larvae on grass roots in an orchard. 
(Snapp). 


SUGARCANE BORER (Diatraea saccharalis) - LOUISIANA - Consider- 
able damage to rice in Calcasieu and St. Landry Parishes and to 
corn in Rapides, St. Landry and Avoyelles Parishes.

The decrease was 
uve principally to unusually large numbers of eggs at one station in 
the Spring of 1953, Present ego populations at the other stations are 
about the same as a year ago - enough to produce potentially serious 
pee Es acaln populations of buckthorn aphid on potatoes. 


Aphid eggs on Canada plum - a primary host of the green peacn aphid, 
(Myzus persica eee are slightly more abundant than at the same time in 
1953, and about 21/3 times more numerous than the 10-year average 

for this time of year. The eggs are present in 54 percent of the 
thickets, the same as in the spring of 1953, While there is a 
relatively large increase in egg abundance in northern Aroostook 
County, the eggs at infested stations in central and southern Aroostock 
County are only about 2/3 as abundant as a year ago.
